unveiled in bronze. 
Remaining vet­ 
erans of 
the New 
York regim ents 
Barlow commanded here—the Forty- 
first, F ifty-fo urth 
and Sixty-eighth 
—along with men high in the state 
governm ent of New York, and other 
notables, paid equal homage 
at the 
dedicatorial 
exercises 
on 
Barlow’s 
Knoll. 


Large crowds of local spectators, 
who braved the hot 
afternoon sun, 
gathered around the host from New 
York state, when, the newest statue 
was 
presented 
to 
the 
Battlefield 
commission, by the State Legislature 
of New York. 
The unveiling of the 
heroic figure of Major-General Bar- 
low was among the first events after 
the parade reached Barlow’s Knoll. 


Following an 
invocation 
by the 
Rev. L ather D. Gable, of Brooklyn, 
New York; introductory rem arks by 
Colonel Lewis R. Stegm an, chairman 
of the New York M ounm ents’ Com­ 
mission, and 
music by the Citizen’s 
Band of G ettysburg, Miss 
Frances 
Barlow 
Jay, g ran dd augh ter 
of 
the

general, pulled 
the 
rope 
which 
released the 
folds of 
the 
American flag around the statue and 
it stood unveiled. 
Im m ediately fol­ 
lowing the unveiling, a detail of the
